OAD MEN OBJECT TO ADAMSO 


Switches from Wilson to Hughes 


James D. Ryan, secretary of the Princeton, Ind., local Order of Railway Con­ 
ductors, and one of the oldest organizers in the country in point of service, says: 
“Why was I for Wilson immediately after the ‘eight-hour settlement/ and 
against him now? Well, I’m ashamed to tell it, but Vm going to. 
I knew if the 
strike was called promptly followng the ‘poir and before August 1 we would win it. 
But first one delay and then another came. And then President Wilson ‘asked' 
the brotherhood representatives to call on him. The President’s requests are to be 
regarded as commands. 
They went. 
T lie delays grew. The 400,000 men were on 
tenterhooks oi anxiety over the outcome, which meant so much to them. The sol­ 
dier at the front or in the trenches is brave as he prepares to leap to the attack. 
But restrain him—hold him back a day, two days, and the strain gets on his 
nerves; his ginger begins to evaporate. 
That’s just what happened to me, and to 
others in this strike matter—the delays caused a whole lot of ginger to evaporate; 
the strike that might have been won before August 1 was doubtful when it had 
been delayed to September 4, and I confess when the President finally put that 
measure through I felt a great big relief from the strain, and my heart beat with 
gratitude toward Woodrow Wilson. 
“But gradually I began to wake up and to feel ashamed of my weakness, 
when after some hard thinking 1 came to the full realization of all that had been 
taken from us by W ilson; that we had been robbed of the powerful leverage of 
our ‘collective bargaining’ and had been forced into the necessity of becoming a 
political machine to take our demands each time before Congfess. If the law shall 
stand. 1 hereupon I decided that I would vote for Charles Evans Hughes, and that 
it is my duty to try to urge his support by brotherhood men who value all they have 
labored for so many years, and for a protective tariff that will insure good business 
conditions for the country and for them.”

Extracts from Legal Opinion on Adamson Wage Law by 
M. L. Clawson, Foremost Attorney for Or­ 
ganized Labor in Indiana. 


Does Not Protect Hours off Labor 


M. M. Garland, of Pittsburgh, former vice-president of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, m discussing Adamson late says: 
“ 1 he Adamson law, whatever else it may be, is not in any sense an act to re­ 
strict labor to eight hours. No railroad man at the hearings in Congress ever intimat­ 
ed that he wanted an eight-hour day. They all said that what they wanted was an 
inc rcase in wages so as to get a fairer shfreof the railroads" increased earnings, due 
to the fact that trains manned by the same number of men were earning many 
tunes as much for the railroads by reason of the longer trains and the stronger en­ 
gines. The bill as first presented contained a provision for time and a half for 
o\ ertime, but when it came irom the committee there was no provision for time and 
a half for overtime, but merely for prorata day for time over eight hours. 
1 his means that so far as this act is concerned it might as well mention four 
hours as a basis of pay or one hour. 
If the longer hours ¿f a full day for which 
tut railroad men wanted pay was only to be pro rata for the hour mentioned, the 
men would earn no more under a law that read four hours or one hour as a basis. 
As the law is worded it contains no benefit to the railroad men.” 


“The Adamson act does not state that his work shall ce.ase with eight hours, 
but that it shall simply be a basis for reckoning compensation, and that it shall be 
considered a standard day’s labor. 
It further does not provide a penalty for any 
one who requires or permits service beyond the 16-hour period. 


“Under the Adamson act a man mayzvork 24 hours, and for a period of 11 
months as a maximum beyond the time of the commission’s appointment, it sim­ 
ply prescribes the rate of wage that he shall receive, and for all periods of time 
beyond the 11 months hereinbefore referred to. There is no restriction as to hours 
of labor at all so far as a violation of the act is concerned, for Sec. 1 of the act 
simply says that eight hours shall be considered the standard work day. 
There­ 
fore we have only one law which imposes a penalty for working more than 16 hours 
and that is the so-called hours of service act. 


“Now, if a trainman shall run 100 miles in 5 hours, and 8 hours is the basis 
for reckoning his compensation, we are of the opinion that under the Adamson 
act after the maximum time of 11 months has expired, there is no rate of wage pro­ 
vided, and that it is wholly a matter of negotiation between the railways and their 
employes, and zve arc of the opinion that zvithin the 11 months as a maximum 
period the trainman who travels 100 miles in 5 hours will receive his proportionate 
part of the eight-hour standard pay. 


‘We therefore conclude that if he zvorks the standard eight-hour day he gets 
the present standard pay. If he works onc-half the present standard eight-hour 
day he gets onc-half the present standard wage scale”

The special train carrying Charles

ville tomorrow morning about seven 
o'clock enroute to Columbus, where 
he will begin his second invasion of 
Indiana. 


The information was received this 


morning at the local Pennsylvania 
station. According to the schedule, 
the Huahes special train will leave 
Richmond at 5:45 a. m. and under

conditions should reach 


Rushville fit about ten minutes to sev- 
en o'clock. Should the train be late 
in reaching Richmond from the east, 
the train will probably reach here 
shortly after 
seven o'clock. 


The train is due at Columbus at 


8:30 o'clock and the republican can- 
didate is booked to spend one-half 
hour in that city. As soon as the 
news reached here that the train had 
been booked over the Pennsylvania 
railway from Richmond to Columbus 
by way of Dublin Junction, there was 
great excitment in the Republican 
ranks 
and Fon Biggs, 
republican 


county chairman, immediately wired 
state headquarters" in" an effort to 
have the nominee make a five minute 
speech from the rear plaform, but 
received word that the stop would be 
impossible. 


It was not considered likely that 


the request would be granted when 
the wire was sent, 
as Mr. Hughes 


has a two day tour of Indiana ahead 
of him and it would be impossible for 
him to speak at every town demand- 
ing his attention. The hour of the 
day was also against the chances of 
local people getting the 
chance to 


hear him. 


The exact route of the special train 


was not made public until today. Had 
the route been known when the Col- 
umbus meeting was announced a 
greater effort would have been made 
to have the train stop here. Shelby- 
ville was also seeking to have the 
train stop there for a few minutes. 


There promises to be a large crowd 


on hands to see :the train go through. 
It is safe to say that there will be 
hundreds of people at the Pennsyl- 
vania station waiting for the train 
in the hopes of getting a glimpse of 
the candidate and possibly the next 
president of the United States.

M. M. Garland, of Pittsburgh, former vice-president oftfaAmeriean Federa- 


tion of Labor, w discussing Adamson law says:

"The Adamson law, whatever else it may t>e, is r,ot in a,uy"s'ense an act to re- 


strict labor to eight hours. No railroad man at the hearings in'Congress ever intimat- 
ed that he wanted an eight-hour day. They all said that what'they wanted was an 
increase m vvages so as to get a fairer sh*reo£the railroads' increased earnings due 
to the fact that trains manned by,the same number of men were earning many 
tunes as much for tje railroads by reason of the-longer trainV^ndtthe'stronger en- 
gines. The bill as first presented contained a provision for 'time W a half -for 
overtime, but when it came from the committee1 there was<rno proidsion'for time and 
a hal^f tor overtime, >ut tncrejy for prorata djiy for time oyer-^g|it%>urs.'

Extracts from Legal Opinion on Adamson Wage Law by 


M. L. Clawson, Foremost Attorney for Or- 


^- 
ganized Labor in Indiana. 


"The 'Adamson act does not state that his work shall ce.ase -with eight -hours, 


lut that it shall simply be-a basis'for reckoning compensation, an'd^hat it shall be 
considered a standard day's labor. It-further does not provide a penalty for any 
one who requires or permits service beyond the 16-hour period. 


"Under the Adamson act:a man'may work 24'hours, and for a period of 11 


months as a maximum beyond the time of the commission's appointment,'it sim- 
ply = prescribes the rate of wage that he shall receive, and for all periods of time 
beyond tHe 11 months hereinbefore referred to. There is no restriction as to:hours 
of labor at all so Jar as a violation of the act is concerned, for Sec. 1 of, the :act 
simply says that eight hours-shall-be considered'the standard work day. There- 
fore we have only one law which imposes a penalty for working-more than 16 hours 
and that is the so-called hours of service act. 


"Now, if- a trainman shall run 100 miles in 5 hours, and 8 hours 'is- the basis 


for reckoning his compensation, we are of the opinion that under the Adctfnson 
act dfterjke'maximiim time of II months has expired, therens no rate ofwa&etpro- 
vided, and that it is'.iuholly a matter of negotiation between-'the railways attdWmr 
employessunti'we;are of the opinion that within the 11 months as a maxviiMm 
period ihe^rdinman'who''travels 100 miles in 5 hours will receive his proportionate 
parfrof ike eighth-hour standard pay. 


"We therefore conclude that if he works the standard eightihour^4ayhe gets 


the present standard pay. If he works one^-lwlf the 'present stqrtckurd eight-hour 
day'3te gets ^one-half the'present standardwage scale"

EFFORTS TO WIN 
GOOD WILL 


Government Employes at Washing- 
; ton Already Have 7 Hour Day 
v 
and Half Holiday in Summer 


i 'Washington, October 30.—Public 
men in the city of Washington are 
much amused OM*r the efforts now 
hieing made by the Wilson Adminis- 
tration to get into the good graces 
of government employes in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. It is a notorious 
fact that because of its inefficiency 
in supervision" due to the appoint- 
ment of inexperienced 
supervisory 


officials, the Administration has for- 
feited the respect and the good will 
of the vast number of persons em- 
ployed in the pu-blic service at' the 
National Capital. 
These 
people 


biave ibeen writing to their 
friends 


and relatives all over the 
country 


:eUing of 
the 
incompetent 
and 


wasteful management of the nation- 
al business. Communications of this 
kind have naturally 
been hurting 


the Administration very materially. 


On the .eve of election, therefore, 


an effort isy being made to win the 
jood will of these mployes. As a 
means to this end, the Administra- 
tion is proposing to- give ' all 
em- 


ployes in the District of Columbia 
a half holiday every Saturday after- 
noon throughout the year. At pres- 
ent this half holiday is granted only 
during the summer months., 


Government employes here go to 


yrork at nine o'clock in the morning, 
take a half hour ofi for luncheon -at 
noon, and quit at 4:30 in the after- 
noon, making seven hours of work. 
In order to justify in 
the public 


mind tbe granting of a half holiday 
throughout the year, the heads of 
various (bureaus "have been "writing 
letters to ithe heads of Departments 
and ;the heads of Deportmnts have 
been, writing letters' to the President 
favoring the Saturday half holiday 
and asserting that the employes wil 
ido just' as much w.ork if the hali 
holiday is'granted. • 
, The amusing feature arises from 
;the. inconsistency- readily 
apparent 


jwhen one :turns to government ^re- 
ports and finds that in various bnr- 
ieaus it is...claimed that because oi 
san 'insufficient nunvber of employes, 


:it;is necessary for many of them to 
rwork longer than the seven 
hours 


now prescribed. If it is true, as now 
stated hy the qffieials, that the em- 
ployes will "do as much work in a 
Shorter number of hours per week, 
then it follows that the government 
is not getting any more out of it 
employes -by working 
them i over- 


time. 
; 


! (En the effort to justify the half 
holiday for the purpose of winning 
the favor of public employes the Ad- 
ministration .is giving the lie to its 
former- representations 
that there 


were an insufficient number of em- 
ployes to do the work and that they 
kept the work up by working over 
time. 


In the government service outside 


of Washington a Saturday-half hol- 
iday is not-granted and even in 
Washington the half holiday does 
not apply to postal employes. The 
seven-hour day is the universal rule 
in .the government service here, ex- 
cept'.'that in summer three hxmrs are 
deducted on Saturday, making in 
fact an average 4ay of 6J hours.
